I have just returned from a very en¬ 
joyable but unusual Caribbean holiday, 
sponsored by “Compassion” a Foster 
Parent Organization working with esta¬ 
blished churches throughout the world. 
There were 30 people on the tour, 
all foster parents. We went to Puerto 
Rico, Dominican Republic, Haiti and 
Jamaica. In Haiti we saw and visited 
with our sponsored children for the 
first time. Haiti, although the poorest, 
was my favorite of all the countries 
we visited. The people were very 
friendly. Shopping was different with 
people bringing articles to you and 
bartering, ending up paying about half 
the original price. The weather was 
an ideal 70 to 90 degrees F. We 
visited schools for the deaf and blind 
and orphanages to see exactly how and 
where our money was spent. The need

is great as there is much suffering from 
malnutrition that leads to blindness 
and deafness. The homes are mostly 
small grass thatched huts with no floor 
and no windows. We saw houses so 
closely packed together one could hardly 
more than walk between. Many 
original buildings from the 16th century 
still stand with some in partial ruins 
either by nature or on purpose be¬ 
cause of political strife. Our trip 
also had its lighter moments, some 
romances (not mine), some laughs and 
lots of good fellowship. Our last 
few days in Jamaica were free time 
so four of our group went deep sea 
fishing. We didn’t catch anything as 
it got so rough we had to come in. 
All in all it was a holiday not soon 
forgotten.
